Sorta, Nov, 26.—Another conspiracy 
against the Government has been discover- 
ed. Two oflicera, one of them na Russian, 
organized a plot to kill Col, Nicolaieff, Ma- 
jor Popoff and the regents. The crime was 
to have beon committed at five o'clock yos 
torday morning, Major Popoff discovered 
the plot, and caused the arrest of the two 
officers and of two others who are also im- 
plicated. Forty-one cadets are implicated 
in the plot. All of them, including a captain, 
assiated in the deposition of Prince Alexan- 
der, but wore subsequently pardoned. 

Tho Bulgarian Government, replying to 
a note from the Porte on tho subject of 
Prince Nicholas of Mingrolia's selection. to 
the throne of Bulgaria, refusés to accept 
Prince Nicholas os a cafididate, and says 
Turkey's action in the matter is incompat- 
ible with the treaty of Berlin. 

Viexna, November 26,—A correspondent 
of the Times says all the European Govern- 
ments except the English have notified 
Russia that they aro willing to accept the 
Prince of Mingrelia as a candidate for the 
Bulgarian throne, Proposals for medita- 
tion between Russia and Bulgaria are being 
suggested. 

Pesru, Nov. 26.—Tho Hungarian foreign 
committee yeaterday approved the report 
presented by Herr Falk. In it he advises 
Austria to initiate the legal settlement of 
the Union of Bulgaria and Roumelia, ac- 
cepts Count Kalnoky’s statement concern- 
ing the Government’s relations with Ger- 
many and declares that Hungary desires 
peace, but is prepared to make every 
sacrifice if driven to extremities. In the 
course of the debate Count Andrassy 
declared that Austria ‘and.. Hangary 
desired peace, but with honor, and 
the protection of their interests. Neither 
Germany nor Austria had pursued an ag- 
gressize policy. The interests of Austria- 

upgary demanded that her territory 
should not be surrounded by Russia in the 
South as woll as in the Fast. Russia 
could expect no assistance from the South. 
Servia, umania and Bulgaria were al- 
ready independent, They nothing to 
hope for from Russia, but they had rather 
to fear the imperilling of their liberties. 
Russia's interest was to follow ont an ag- 
veers policy.

Canadian Fruit in England. 


UNLIMITED MARKET PORK ALL HE DOMINION 
OF CANADA CAN SEND, 

Hatiwax, N. S., Nov. 29.—Mr, Starr, 
the Canadian Fruit Commissioner to the 
Colonial Exhibition, has returned from 
London. He predicts an enormous emigra- 
tion of young men of nerve and money and 
tenant farmers to Canada noxt season as a 
result of the exhibition. He says the 
Nova Scotia apples in London this year 
were far ahead of the upper provinces 
and American fruit. It was of a better 
color, in a betcer condition and less 
yspotted and wormy. He has made 
experimental shipments of Canadian 
fruit to all the leading Continental 
cities, and while the prices provailing there 
are not such as to warrant a divergence 
from the English markets, he has demon- 
strated the fact that the Continent will 
prove a valuable and almost unlimited 
overflow market. At present the English 
market will take more than all the fruit we 
can export, and will pay tho best prices 
for the best fruit. Paris, Berlin, Copen- 
hagen and other Continental cities will do 
the same. When we export 10,000,000 
barrels of apples to the English markets wo 
may then seek the Continent for an over- 
flow market.

Another Revolution to be Attempted Short- 
ly in Bolgaria. 

Bucnanest, Noy. 29.—At a meeting 
here yesterday of fugitive members of the 
Bulgarian revolutionist party, headed by 
Zankoff, it was decided that a new rebel- 
lion should be attempted in Bulgaria, The 
meeting was held at the Hotel Kiradiazi, 
and was participated in by M. Schakotkine, 
the Russian consul at Rustchyk. Among 
the Zankoffites present was M. Grueff, and 
the other officers who had been dism:ased 
from the Bulgarian service because of their 
connection with the recent uprising. 
Schakotkine promised that the Russian 
consul at Bucharest would afford tho plot- 
ters protection in the event of the failure

Constantixorie, Nov, 26,—Groat pre- 
parations for defence are going on at Ba- 
toum. The large fort at the entrance is 
being oxtended in order to mount six heavy 
guns in addition to the present armament, 
A new battery on the northeast side of the 
bay has been begun. Earthworks have 
also been run up along the shore to the 
westward, soas to prevent any hostile

Endeavor to Open up Trade Relations. 


Orrawa, Nov. 24.—Mr, Wylde, who has 
been appointed Commissioner to represent 
the Dominion in the West India Islands, 
had a lengthy interview with the Minister 
of Finance to-day. From what can be 
learned to-night it is the inten- 
tion of the Government to ask Parliament 
next session to vote a aubsidy to encourage 
the establishment of a direct steam com- 
munication between Canada, Cuba, and 
such other West India Islands, as may offer 
a market for the sale of Canadian products, 
and may offerin return such articles of 
natural products as may be required by 
Canada. 

Uptoa few months ago the Imperial 
Government have been paying an annual 
subsidy to the Cunard line for running 
their steamers between Halifax, Bermuda 
and Jamaica, but this subsidy having been 
withdrawn this important sorvice has been 
discontinued. At present the people of 
Canada have no direct steam communica- 
tion with the West Indies and a very large 

roportion of freight going there from the 
Dominion has to be first shipped to New 
York or some other American port and 
from there forwarded to its destination, 
This state of affairs, however, is likely to be 
remedied as soon as Parliament meets.

The Government 
accordingly had an Act passed by which 
thoy set aside 1,400,000 acres of land for 
the purpose of extinguishing the Indian 
title among the half-breeds of Manitoba. 
They, then requested Governor Archibald to 
hayo an enumeration of the half-breedsmade 
in order that these 1,400,000 acres might 
be apportioned on the basis of that enum- 
eration, Tho onumoeration was made, and 
the result was that when the Government 
went out of office in 1873, all the prelimi- 
naries had been taken for tho aettloment 
of tho hali-breeds claims in Manitoba.on 
the basis of 190 acres to each child born in 
the province before October 15th, 1870. 
If the Government had remained in office 
that policy would haye been carried out, 
andin ‘a year or two the half-breed title 
would have been completely extinguished, 
and their claims scttled. Mr. Mackenzie 
came into office, and instead of following 
up what his predecessors had done, he ig- 
nored the enumeration made by Governor 
Archibald, and.it order that -he might have 
a sample of oflices to giveto political 
friends. he appointed Mr. Ryan’ of! Mont- 
real, and Mr; Maher, of Kingston to make 
a further enumeration. They reported in 
favor of 240 acres to each hinlf-breed. 
When Sir John came into office again in 
1879, instead of finding matters settled in

Manitoba it was discovered that practically 
nothing had been done, that the halt 
breeds of St, Boniface,’ St, Albert, St. 
Francois Xavier, Baie St. Paul aud Ste. 
‘Agithe -had not secured their patents as 
arranged by the Conservative party pre- 
vious to 1872." The etfect of the delay in 
settling was that many of the half breeds 
folt that they were rot going to to be set- 
tled with at all. Speculators went round 
among the half-breeds, bought” up their 
claims, and the result waa when the time for 
settlement came thehalf-breedshad disposed 
Of their claims, and lands all around Win- 
nipeg thus passed into the hands Of specu- 
lators largely as the result of Mr. Macken 
zie’s policy. (Hear,hear.) Petitions were 
sent to Mr, Mackenzie in 1873 and 1874 
to Have a settlement of the lands in the 
North-West, and the curt manhiorih which 
Mr. Mills had treated the petitions sent in 
was well known to the country, In 1874 
Gabriel Dumont called a public meeting in 
the Prince Albert District, organized a 
Provincial Government, and was endeavor- 
ing to get people of that country to set up 
an independent Government in the North- 
West and claim the territory for them: 
selvo, Yet, although Mr, Mackenzie and 
his colleagues knew that was done, . they 
took no pains to extinguish the Iodiin 
title. Mr, White proceeded to jrolate the 
circumstances under which the Mackenzie 
Government commer.ced to investigate the 
half-breed claims in 1876, when Mc. Ryan 
was sent toreport. He explained the pys- 
tem of surveys and the Indian title to the 
linds. Dealing with the Opposition 
charges againat the Government, he said 
there was a shrewd suspicion that the men 
who generated the rebellion wera in com- 
munication with the leaders of the. Liberal 
party in Ottawa. Three weeks before the 
rebellion broke out some of, these men 
were chuckling that they had something 
brewing that would settle the hash of the 
Conservative Governmont. ‘The, Reform 
Teaders, among them Mr, M. ©. Cameron, 
had attacked the Government for giving 
timber limits and -groaingy lands to its 
supporters, but Mr, Cameron was the 
last man in the world who should say! ariy- 
thing on those’ miitters.

West lands, and was reported to have 
made a considerable gum of money thoreby.

Why, Mr, Cameron had 
actually tried to get the Government to 
withhold a patent from a poor Unfortunate 
sottlor until forsooth this man had paid Mr, 
Cameron some money he owed him, (Cries 
of *Shanio.”) Tiore had booed a tromon 
dous outéry about timber limits haying 
been given to members of Parliament; but, 
as he had prayiously explained, only two 
members of Parliamont had received limits, 
one being Mr. M. K, Dickinson, a lumber- 
man, and the othor the Reform representa: 
tiva for Selkirk, Mr. Hugh Suthorland, 
(Cheers.) But it was said that members of 
Parliament had applied for limits. Well, 
if there was anything wrong in writing the 
department for a constituent, what must 
be said of Mr, Blake, who wrote a letter to 
Mr. Mackenzio on behalf of ‘my friend 
Moo. tho reault being that *t my friend 
Moore ” got the contract in connection with 
certain works in Goderich harbor, although 
there was a tender $30,000 less than his ? 
(Loud cheers.) A great deal had 
been promised of the speech Mr, Blake 
delivered in Toronto a week ago. 
It was thought he would outline his 
policy, and what did it suggest? Judt 
two things—a succession tax and a gradu- 
ated income tax, True, he said he was 
in favor of arbritration between employer 
and employed, but he scemed to have over- 
looked the fact that the principle of arbi- 
tration had been recognized by Canadian 
law for some years, (Laughtor.) That law 
was placed on tho statute book by Sir John 
Macdonald, (Cheers.) Then, Mr, Blake 
would adopt the principle of co-operation 
here, but that also was recognized in Can- 
ada through Sir John’s instrumentality. 
(Laughter and cheers.) Beyond this, what 
was Mr. Blake's policy? First,» that all

In 1870 the total revenue exceeded the 
total expenditure by $920,000. Last year 
the expenditure exceeded the income by 
more than $300,000. The Government was 
forced to borrow money by the sale of an- 
nuties for current expenses. 

And while this is the case the Govern- 
ment has ordered the erection of Legisla- 
tive buildings at Toronto which will cost

A Steamship Wrecked, 


Total Lors of the Sulina nod Her Cargo off 
Cape Sable—The Crew Saved. 


Hauirax, Noy, 24, —The steamer ‘Sulina, 
formerly the Ripon, on a yoyage from Ant- 
werp to Boston, struck on a shoal threo 
miles south-east of Cape Sable lighthouse 
at two o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
has become a complete wreck. The crew, 
which numbered 27 men, landed at the 
Oapo Sable lighthouse in their own boats 
last evening, When the steamer was left 
the engines were under water and the sens 
breaking over the deck, A heavy gale 
roged all night and this morning, 

The Sulina was under charter by tho 
Furness line, and had.on board a large 
quantity of beetroot sugar, glass and steel, 
bosides other miscellaneous cargo. The 
ship was only two years old, being built in 
Newcastle in 1884, and was owned by W, 
B. Bailey, of Hull, England, Portions of 
the steamer and hor cargo are washing 
ashore, Had it not been for the severe 
storm of last night it is thought the wreck 
would not have been so complete. News 
of other disasters is expected as the result 
of tho gale.

Gulf Stroam are sot forth by a Boston 
scientist, It is, hosdys, aatratum of warm 
blue water not more than fifty fathoms 
deop, and flows duo east ata rate that would 
take it to England within a hundred days 
Of Capo Hatteras this northward flowing 
stroam is in tho shape of afan, ita three 
warm bands sproading out over the 
Atlantic surface to an aggregate broadth 
of 167 miles, whilo two cooler bands of an 
aggrogato broadth of fifty-two milos are in 
terposed betwoon them. Tho innermost 
warm band is the one that shows the high 
oat temperature and speed, its velocity boing 
groatost whore pressed latoraly by the Arctic 
current, so that tho rato of four miles 
per hour is occasionally obsoryed. Tho 
peculiar blue color of tho water probably 
is because the river silt washed into the 
gulf by tho Mississippi is held in suspen 
sion.

It has long been known that a fow tribes 
of cannibals lived in Africa, but there was 
until recently no reason to believe that the 
tribes of anthropophagt are numerous and 
that cannibalism is practised in quite a 
largo part of that continent, The 
discovery inthe result of oxplorat

A SiGNIFICAD OMISSION. 


Recently the Globe gave what purported 
to boanvexplanationef the enormous in- 
orease of the public expenditure in Ontario, 
which has risen from $1,094,454 in 1871, 
whop they took uflice, to $2,001,057 in 1885. 
Unfortunately for the Goverament, how- 
ever, their apologist has only ventured to 
deal with the expenditure under certain 
heads, no reference whatever boing made 
to the expenditure under the following 
headings :

Thero certainly need have 
been no increase under thishead greater than 
thst in the population, say 30 per cent. 
In 1876 Mr. Mowat increased his own 
salary from $4,000 to $5,500 and those of 
of ti colleagues from $3,200 to $4,500 
each. 

The receipts of the crown lands and from 
woods and forost wore little greater in 1885 
than in 1870, But tho expenses of manag- 
ing thom increased by 84 per cont.

Tho Management of the Crown Lands 
Department is not satiafnctory. Moneys 
voted for Colonization, Road purpose are 
expended under » vicious ond wastoful 
system, and instead of being uned to benefit 
the struggling settler are often squandered 
upon political partisans.

Moneys 
voted for cvlunization road purposes ure 
expended under a vicious and wasteful sya- 
tom, and instead of being used to benefit 
the struggling settler are often squandered 
‘upon political partisans, Vast ureas of the 
timber lauds of the Province are placed un- 
dor license without the assent of the As- 
sembly. No attempt has been made to 
Prevent by proper conditions the logs cut 
spon our tinber lands from being exported 
instead of being manufactured in the coun- 
try ; and practically nothing has been done 
looking to the developement of our mineral 
wealth, the conservation of our forests, or 
the husbanding of our timber resources, 

The bureaucratic system of government 
which is beivg rapidly established and ox- 
tended at Toronto, is not, 1 yenture to 
think, in the’ intorest of the province, 
While it doubtless strongthens the Govern- 
ment of the day by increasing its patron- 
age and placing in its hands the means of 
purchasing political support, it is built up 
by pulling down and discrediting the muni- 
cipal institations of the province, and by 
bringing within the dangerous influence of 
partizanship tho institutions for the ad- 
vancement of public education. It intens- 
ifies the evils of the party system of gov- 
ernment, and is calculated to promote that 
unhealthy desire to be comfortably pro 
vided for atthe country’s expense, which 
is on the increase in Canada, Its results 
are seen in what, but for its frequency, we 
should recognize as the scandalous spec- 
vacant for months to be held up as prizes 
ie coming 
elections toan army of expectant appli- 
cants. In proof of this I point to the 
shrievalties of Wellington and of Lincoln, 
to the registrarship of Carleton and to the 
oflice of county attorney for York. 

This system has also imposed upon the 
county an onerous school book monopoly ; 
is responsible for the frequent and costly 
changes in the text books used in the 
schools ; has opened the door for the exer- 
cise of mischievous pressure in administer- 
ing the important affairs of the Education 
Department; and has shaken the conti- 
dence of the people inthe honest and non- 
partizan administration of them. 

1 would propose, instead of curtailing, 
to extend the power of municipal bodies, 
and to invest in them the appointment of 
registrars and other county officers, and to 
Place our educational affairs under the 
charge of a non-political head—chosen not 
by his party zeal or party services, but for 


interests of the poople. In doing this wo 
should be following the example of our 
sister provinces in Quebec and New Bruns- 
wick, which, having tried both systoms, 
have returned to that which I now advo- 
cate. Ofcourse in accordance with con- 
astitutional usage, the Government should

Tight rincs=The Law Must bo Obsorved. 


In the Police Court Friday morning the 
Magistrate’gave judgment in the cases of 
Dr. Faulkner and Sanger Golding, who 
were accused of killing deer out of season. 
His Honor found the defendants guilty 
and, at the request of the, Sportsman's 
Club, who institated the proceedings, im- 
posed the minimum fine, namely $10 and 
costs, amounting in Dr. Fanikner’s case to 
$11 60 and in Golding’s case to $8.95. 

Tho object of the Olub is to secure tho 
enforcement of the law, and theac cases 
wero simply intended asa warning. Hence 
thoir request to the Magistrate to impose 
tho lightest fine possible. Tho conduct of 
the law breakers, in trying to set the law 
at defiance by “blind” prosecutions obtain- 
od by their friends, before magistrates else- 
where, was far from creditable, and espec- 
ally so in the case of Dr. Faulknor, who, 
although a Reeve and Magistrate charged 
with the enforcement of the Jaws, delibor- 
ately and repestodly violated those onact- 
moute. Itisto be hoped that tho cases 
which have been brought into court and | 
one or two other prosecutions which will 
bo instituted ’if sutlicient evidence can be 
proonrad) will have the desired effect. The

Wo havo not a partiolo of sympathy with 
the importers who think it » grievance that 
tho Custom House will not second the ef- 
forte of American manufacturers to make a 
slaughter market of Canada. American 
manufacturers now, as a goveral rule, have 
two'prices, one for the home market and 
one Ter Canada, the latter being the lower, 
Under exceptional circumstances it has 
oven paid American manufacturers to ex- 
port goods to Canada atless than ost price. 
The principal justification of the National 
Policy isto prevent Canada bving made a 
slaughter market for the United States, 
Certain importera now complain that the 
Canadian Customs officers will not recog- 
nize the prioce especially made for the Can- 
adian market. The law is perfectly clear 
upon the subject. Sections U8 and 69 of 
the Customs Act of 1883 read as follows : 

68. Where any duty ad valorem in im- 
posed cn any goods imported into Canada, | 
the value for faty shali be the fair mark- 
ot value thereof, when sold for home con- 
sumption in the principal markets of the 
country whence and at the tine when the 
same wero exported directly tv Canada. 

69. Such market valuo shall be the fair 
market value of such goods in the usual 
and ordinary commercial acceptation of the 
term, at the usual and orainary credit, and 
not tho cash value of such goods, except in 
cases in which the article imported is, by uu- 
iversal usage, considered and known to be a 
cash article, and so bona fiil+ paid for in all 
transactionsin relation to»uch article; and all 
invoices representing cash values, excopt in

the*criminal and non sane classes, aliens 
and persons disqaalified under the pro- 
visions of the election acts, confer the fran- 


chise upon every other male resident of the 
province of the full age of twenty-one years, 
ought to be adopted by this house.”

‘*Mr. Mowat's bureaucratic system of 
government robs the municipalities of 
their rights. Many officials who were for- 
merly appointed or controlled by County 
Councils are now under the control of the 
Ontario Legislature. The people have to 
pay their salaries, but their influence is 
used to bolster up Mr. Mowat's Govern- 
ment. A good exemplification of this was 
seen at the aso-called Reform convention 
held at Norwich last week, when not less 
than six Division Court clerks and bailiffs 
turned upas delegates. The farmers, the 
real voting strength of the riding, were 
conspicuous by their absence. As an in- 
stance we may say that the rich township 
of West Oxford was so indifferent about 
sending delegates, that they actually bor- 
rowed a couple of delegates from Wood- 
stock, a lawyer and a division court bailiff, 
to form part of the delegation. So much 
for Grit conventions.”” 

It can easily be seen, then, how by enor- 
mously increasing his patronage Mr. Mow- 
at has created a huge political machine, 
with wires reachjog in overy direction 
throughout the province, Pye means of

000 in money. But the end is not yet, for 
the principal is yet tobe paid. The burden 
of interest is still with us. 

For tho moneys paid the Grand Trank 
the city has received some equivalent—the 
work shops. For the moneys voted to the 
Grand Junction—nothing. 

The second bonus of $50,000 was grant- 
ed to the Grand Junction railway under 
certain circumstances and upon certain 
conditions. The corporation had placed 
$100,000 in the road, but before the line 
was completed to Cainpbellford, the enter- 
prise flattened out, Rails wero laid for 
but afew milos when, work was stopped. 
Afterabout 6 yoars, Mr. Brooks revived 
aninterest in the road, Ho asked the 
corporation of Belleville for a bonus of 
$50,000, it was granted on condition that 
the city be made the terminus of the road, 
which was to extend to the Georgian Bay. 
The road was toend at the water's edge, 
Belleville. The head offices and the of- 
ers’ residences were to be in the city, work 
shops for the road were to be erected hore, 
elevators were to be built, and the majority 
of the 13 directors wore to be citizens of 
this city. Inshort the city was to have a 
controlling voice in the management of the 
lineand the chief benefits to be derived 
from it. Beside this,wood was to be haul- 
ed to the city from the back country at a 
certain specified figure. The conditions of 
the granting of the bonus also stated that 
not a dollar was to be paid until the line 
was completed to Peterborough and then 
one half of the $50,000 was to become due. 

Mr, Bickfcrd got control of the road in 
1878. It was then Bellevillo’s troubles be- 
gan. He secured the passage of a statue 
through the Ontario Legislature compelling 
Belleville to pay oe half of the bonus to 
the Grand Junction Company on the com- 
pletion of the road to Hastings and the 
remainder on its completion to Peterboro’ 
in 1880, The same statute empowers the 
stockholders to reduce the number of di- 
rectors to5. The number of directors was 
reduced and Belleville was ignored. When 
the Midland railway companies amulguated 
the Ontario Government dealt the fatal 
blow to Belleville. This Act was passed in 
1882, It absolved the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway Company from carrying 
out the conditions upon which the 
$50,000 bonus was granted, viz., mak- 
ing Belleville the terminus of the line, 
building work shops, elevators, offices, &c., 
but lott the city still bound to pay the 
bonus. This wasdone in the face of a 
deputation composed of Mr, LH. Hen- 
derson and Mr. D, B, Robertson, who 
waited upon the Government and present- 
ed Belleville's claims either toa recoup- 
ment or stock in the amalgamated company. 
The capital stock of the amalgamated com- 
pany was placed at $6,000,000, the pro- 
portions alloted to tho companies in the 
amalgamation being as follows : 

Midland ..........5+ . 
Grand Junction. .... 
Toronto & Nipissing 


Toronto & Ottawa. . 500,000 
Whitby & Port Perry 300,000 
Victoria R'y Co.......- 300,000 
Total - $4,100,000. 

By this adjustment a surplus of $2,500,- 
000 was left. Bolleville wanted a portion 
of this amount. Did she get it? No. It 


was disposed of by the following clause, to 
be found on page 260 of the Ovtario 
statutes for 1882 ; 

“That the directors of the consolidated 
company, for the time being, may at any 
time, and from time to time, as they shall 
doem expedient, issue, sell and dispose of 
said romaining shares so held in reserve, 
or they may be issued in payment for ser- 
vices rendered or to be rendered, or for 
such consideration aa the said directors 
shall deem to be the interest of the said 
company, and at such price or discount or 
consideration as they in their discretion 
and judgement may deem best, and they 
may accept from the subscribers for, or 
purchasers of such shares, such sums,con- 
sideration or servico as they may think ex- 
pedient and the said shares, soiasued, shall 
be deemed, held and taken to be fully paid 
up shares inthesaid consolidated company’s 
stock and the holder or holders thereof may 
and shall have and exercise all the powers 
and rights appertaining to holders of fully 
paid up shares, th® proceeds of or consider- 
ation for any auch sales to enure and to be 
applied to the general purposes of the com- 
pany.” 

Or in other words it went to the Grand 
Trunk Company. 

It is thereforo evident that Hon. Oliver 
Mowat and his followers in the Ontario 
Legislature are alone responsible for the 
conditions of the contract never being car- 
ried out and for the $150,000 in bonuses 
with $129,009 in interest being worse than 
thrown away. The money is worse than 
thrown away because the road isan injury 
to the city. 

Nor is this all that tho Government at 
Toronto has done thatthe poople of Belle- 
ville should cons whon dropping their 
ballots on Tuesday next. 

When tho 
Joase for the old Prince Edward ferry boat 
expired the liconse was taken from Bolle- 
ville and given to the present lease, al- 
though the Council of Bollovillo adopted a 
resolution binding thomaolvos to build and 
equip a steamer one-third longer than the 
old ferry, which would make three trips 
por hour on market days and if that was 
not suflficiont to make altorations until the 
pooplo of Ameliasburg was satisfied, Tho
